ing; they brought Two French Gazettes, come. 
from Holland, in with them; An ſaid to me, The 
King of France's Grandſon was going to be King of 
Spain, and the Ho/landers had acknowledged him 
King of Spain ; Ann looked at her Siſter Eleanor, 
and ſaid, What could Princeſs Ann ſay now for her- 
ſelf? For now ſhe hoped King James and Queen 
Mary would be ſoon in England.

Then I ſaw this Dear Stiſſer- Woman often, and I 


put Letters down her Back, and other Places about 


her, and all the Letters that the Prieſts had ſent me, 


and others. Mr. Shrudetur aflurd her they were | 


ſafe ſent ro England. I writ to Nobody but ro my 
DearMother. I do not know to where my Letters went, 
bughe {aid to ſuch and ſuch a Nobleman in England. 
This Dear Woman would often bring Things to Sell in 
the Nunnery, or Knit Gloves or Stockings Cheap for 
any, but ſhe gave them to others todo, and made believe 
ſhe did them herſelf, and did them cheap, and often came 
to St. Shonan; when The pretended ſhe could not come 
to me, then the Nuns would ſend her to my Chamber, 
and bid her tell me to go to ſuch a Lady's Lodging that 


wanted a Coftee-mill, and by that Means we ſaw one a- 


nother often; for there was Two and Forty Nuns in this 
Nunnery, and above Threeſcore Boarders ; and Pri- | 
ſoners came every Day, Proteſtant Ladies, ſhut up in | 
their Chambers. Sometimes there was not Room e- 
nough for them in the New Catholicks, and other

O pity me, Poor Girl, but 
2 Bred and Born a Gentlewoman ; the Grief for me hath 
made my tender Mother take Fits; my Siſter faith ſhe 
thinks my Mother will never recover her Health again. 
All Scotland hath heard of my Sufferings in France

The Young Man went and told 
the Doctor, his Maſter, call'd Thomas Witheny, an |

is call'd in Paris, The Famous Engliſh Preacher; he 
comes and goes often to England; he puts Prieſts in 
Northumberland at Noblemens Houſes, Roman Catho- 
licks ; he is now Head Superior in the Monaſtery in 
Paris, the Engliſh Mifhonaries, os the Engliſh Prieſts, 
in the Street of Marſeillos, near the Rue de Poſt. 
This Popiſh Preacher, cal'bd Dr. MVitheny, came to 
the St. SHonan the next Day, and ask'd me if I was a 
good Roman Catholick? I faid I was ; he ask'd the 
Nuns what was the Meaning of all this ? It muſt not 
be ſo tat Thirty Thouſand Roman Catholicks in
